(T) Vermont: HB.858, allows the Attorney General and Liquor Control Department to obtain 
financial information regarding income 

from the sale of food and the sale of alcohol, was introduced on 3/29 by ihe House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

(T) East Greenwich, Rhode Island:, — The Town Council introduced an ordinance to ban smoking 
in restaurants on 3/14. A vote of 3-1 was received on second passage on 4/11. A third reading and 
final vote is scheduled for 4/25. 

(T) Maine: LB.2533, creates a new category of liquor licenses for bowling centers, pool halls and 
off-track betting facilities allowing

license, was tabled in the House pending acceptance of ought to pass with amendment report on 

4/3.
